WHEN OFFICERS ARRIVED ON SCENE THEY WERE MET BY THE WITNESS/7-11 
EMPLOYEE, MUNOZ, ANTONIO, DOB; 06/13/77, (323) 465-2869. MUNOZ TOLD 
OFFICERS HE OBSERVED THE DEFENDANT PUT A 24 OZ CAN OF “FOUR LOKO 
WATERMELON” IN HIS FRONT WAISTBAND AND LEAVE THE STORE, MAKING NO 
ATTEMPT TO PAY FOR THE ITEM IN VIOLATION OF 484PC. OFFICERS OBTAINED 
A DESCRIPTION OF THE DEFENDANT AND LOCATED HIM ON IVAR SOUTH OF 
YUCCA STREET. 


OFFICERS MADE CONTACT WITH THE DEFENDANT WHO ADMITTED TO TAKING 
THE 24 OZ CAN OF “FOUR LOKO WATERMELON” BY PUTTING IT IN HIS FRONT 
WAISTBAND AND LEAVING THE STORE WITHOUT PAYING FOR THE BEVERAGE.
